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THE LEAGUE OI N ATIONS \ “GOING CONCERN,” WITH- 
OUT UNCLE SAM BEING REPRESENTED. 


The council of the League of Nations met in Geneva, Switzer­ 
land. on Monday, November 15th, 1920. You will remember that 
Switzerland was the only country in Europe th a t did not get in the 
world war, with it raging all around it. 
If it had not beep for 
President Wilson’s stubbornness, we too might be in the League, 
with representatives present—but we are not, and that is all 
there is about it. 
If Geneva is to witness the funeral of the League, as one 
delegate remarked, jokingly 
interpreting Mrt Harding’s 
pro­ 
nouncement of the league’s death, then there will be two ghosts 
in the assembly with representatives of fifty-one nations present. 
These ghosts will be Germany and the United States. 
It is no secret that the two most difficult problems to face 
the league council, and the assembly delegates, are the admission 
of Germany to membership in the league and the attitude of the 
league toward America. 
Delegates, correspondents, propagand­ 
ists, disturbers and peacemakers, who are there from all parts ot 
the w’orld, discuss those two issues as if the fate of the world 
depended upon the decision of the assembly. 
As accurately as one can judge at this time, it may be said 
that if Germany is admitted some nation will have to perform a 
miracle. With France leading the opposition, sentiment is begin­ 
ning to crystallize against Germany for the following reasons: 
First, because many delegates believe th a t Germany should 
not be admitted until the United State’s new President and the 
Senate have had the opportunity 
after March 4 to 
formulate 
America’s attitude toward the league. 
“Why should Germany 
be shown preference over the United States when these coun­ 
tries are still technically at w ar?” 
That argum ent one hears 
everywhere. 
Second, Germany has. not asked to be admitted. 
Iherefore, 
why not wait until the German Government expresses the de­ 
sire to join? 
Third. Why should Germany be admitted before the amount 
of reparation is fixed in May, 1921 ! 
Why not wait until the 
world knows whether Germany intends to pay her obligations 
under the Versailles treaty? 
As for the league’s attitude toward America, there is also 
no secret that for the last year the whole policy of the council 
and the s€*retariat has been to do nothing to either antagonize 
or interfere with American political conceptions of the league. 
Now, however, as a result of advice from many prominent Am­ 
ericans, both Republicans and Democrats, there is a sentiment in 
high league circles that the league should go ahead with its work, 
irrespective of America’s divided counsel. 
Judging from preparations which have already been made, 
this a s s e m b l y will be far from a funeral with fifty-one nations 
represented, including forty-one w'ho are officially members of 
the league, with three 
delegates each, with more 
than 200 
journalists several hundred experts and official advisers of dele­ 
gations. together with scores of unofficial representatives of 
League of Nations societies and organizations from both hem is­ 
pheres, and 500 members of the league 
secretariat and labor 
bureau 
There will be approximately 1200 persons attending, ad­ 
vising and reporting the most representative world gathering in 
history.

Two languages, French and English, will be recognized of­ 
ficially, but, because 
of a large number of 
Spanish-speaking 
countries, Spanish will also be used in .many* official reports. 
During the assembly conferences, however, each nation will be 
permitted the use of its own language, so th a t even the Tower of 
Babel will be rivaled 
in the number of 
tongues spoken. 
The 
league secretariat alone uses fourteen languages. 
It is expected the conference will last four weeks. 
The National Hotel, which is now known officially as “the 
office of the League of Nations,” has been completely renovated 
with a large assembly hall and spacious offices. 


FR VS CE WILL NEVER FORGET 
OUR ASSISTANCE DUR­ 
ING THE WAR. 
On the eve ox ’he celebration commemorating the fiftieth 
anniversary of the French republic and the second anniversary of 
the armistice, Premier Leygues made the I chowing statem ent to 
the Associated Press: 
“You ask me what are the sentiments of the French repub­ 
lic towards the United State- of America a* the moment we are 
celebrating the fiftieth anniversary of the republic and the second 
anniversary of the armistice? 
The French government and the 
entire French nation feel thai the ties of friendship and esteem 
binding our two nations are becoming tighter. 
Our two demo­ 
cracies, imbued with the same ideal, have always been found side 
by side whenever liberty and right have been menaced, at all 
dkdsive hours of the history ol the world. 
“Our two nations salute in joint transport, admiration and 
gratefulness the American and French heioes who fell on the 
battle fields of Brandywine and Yorktown, as well as on the 
banks of the Marne, the slopes of Montfaueon and the plains of 
the Meuse.
